IN INTESEST OF WORKMEN. 


Meeting of Employers to Be Called and 
Effort Made to Get Their Help 
in Attracting Artisans 
to Membership. 


RAILROAD DEPARTMENT A MODEL, 


A radical departure in the work of the 
Young Men’s Christian association of Chi- 
cago was advocated at the annual meeting 


at the La Salle street headquarters last even- 


ing. 

It was urged that as a matter of practical 
charity and Christianity the association pro- 
vide a large building, containing dormitories 
and restaurant, modeled somewhat on the 
plan of a Mills Hotel, for the homeless men 
in the central part of the city; and another 
building located in a residence district for the 


ruse of boys from 12 to 16 years old. A move- 


ment was also urged to interest workingmen 
and mechanics in the association. 


Report of Secretary Starkey. 
Secretary Horace Starkey presented the 
recommendations and backed them with ar- 
guments which seemed to appeal to the mem- 
bership, though definite action on the pro- 
posals was deferred. It was stated by the 
secretary that 1,795 men have been directed 


to boarding-houses during the last year from 


the La Salle street quarters of the associa- 
tion. He urged the need of a centrally lo- 
cated building which should cost about $100,- 
000 where the homeless men of the city 
might find a home at a reasonable cost. 
Many men, said Mr. Starkey, are now 
housed in poor lodging-houses who could 
find clean, healthful accommodations and 
good food at about the same cost in such a 
place. Similar institutions, he said, have 
been operated in Glasgow and New York 


and have been found to be successes, being 


— full of boarders at all times. 

Millis Hotel in York was under.

oa * suggestion that dividends de pro- 
duced by the proposed enterprise in Chi- 
cago. The idea was merely to care for men 
who had been accustomed to comfortable 
surroundings, giving them nourishing food 
and clean beds at cost. 

The undertaking, he declared, would not 
prove a financial burden to the organisation. 
Besides being a great charity it would be at 
least self-supporting financially, and might 
return a profit, which could be expended in 
other channels of charity. 


Need of Caring for Boys. 

The great need of caring for boys between 
the ages of 12 and 18 was urged at considera- 
ble length. The point was made that from 
the nature of the work it devolved upon the 
association to help the boys, for it is from 
the boys, grown to manhood, that the agso- 
ciation gets its members. 

“It is seldom that a young man starts a 


| vice after he has reached the age of 21, ahd 


the most difficult period in a boy’s life is be- 
tween the ages of 12 and 20 years,“ said the 
report. 

The suggestion was made that the asso- 
ciation raise a fund of $100,000, choose some 
site which would be a center from which to 
reach the greatest number of boys, and there 
erect a building as well equipped in every 
way as the Central Y. M. C. A. Building on 
La Salle street. 


| Three Classes of Lads. 

The boys were divided into three classes— | 
schoolboys, working boys, and street boys. 
In the proposed plan it was shown that the 
building and equipment could be used twice 
every day, by allowing the schoolboys the 
use of the building every afternoon and re- 
serving the evenings for the boys who have 
to work. This latter class could have the 
use of the building on Saturday afternoons 
in summer. It was pointed out that such 
an institution would fill a long-felt want In 
the city, as there are but few places for the 
care of boys. Aside from two under Catho- 
lic supervision there is none of a religious 
nature. 


Movement to Enlist Workingmen. 
The secretary said that workingmen had 


‘complained that they have no use for the 


Young Men’s Christian association because 
it does not meet their views. It was recom- 
mended by him that a movement on behalf of 
this class be inaugurated, which should pro- 
vide a special department and buildings for 
the purpose. The success of the work among 
the raflroadmen leads the officers to believe 
that good results will follow such an effort. 
The Secretary urged that the association 
appoint a committee to confer with the busi- 
ness-men of the city who are large employ- 
ers of labor, and to see in what way the 
association work could best be carried on 
among the mechanics and laboring people. 
„ guch men have so few chances for self- 
yement,” he said, “that great good 
could undoubtedly be done among them if 
we knew just the best way to reach them.”’ 
Continuing, Secretary Starkey said that 
he had discussed the matter with several 
business-men, and they all favored such an 
expansion of the work, although they were 
unable to outline any plan for doing it. For 
this reason he thought it would be best to 
call a meeting of business-men who are em- 
ployers of labor and a committee from the 
association and fix upon some method of 
procedure. 

Lake the Railroad Department. 
The Secretary's idea is that departments 
for men in different lines of work can be 

on lines somewhat similar to the 
railroad departments. Such a department 
hag been organized recently in Brooklyn for 
street railway employés and it is said to be 
meeting with the greatest success. The em-

STEALS AT NIGHT 


Kankakee Burglar, Long a 
Mystery. to Police, a 
Printer in News- 
paper .

PLAYS UP HIS OWN ACTS. 
Reports to City Editor Probable 
Misstatements on Crimes 
as Turned in by 
the Staff 
BLUNDER CAUSES ARREST. 


“If you have a steady job as a printer, 
don’t try to make money on the side by doing 
odd jobs as a burglar at night.“ This is the 
advice which Frank King, former makeup 
man in the Kankakee Daily Times office, 
handed out to the citizens of that town 
through a cell door in the Kankakee county 
jail yesterday. 

Mr. King also has . adage which he 
intends to have framed when ne gets out 
of jail. It is this: 

“If you must be a printer and a burglar 
both don’t act as though you know more 
than the reporters wien the city editor 
asks you to set up type on a nice, breezy ac- 
count of the way you broke into a store the 
night before. It looks suspicious, especially 
if you wear better clothes than-your salary 
as a printer entitles you to.“ 


Moves in Society Circles. 

Frank King was a nice, gentlemanly type- 
setter in the office of the Kankakee Daily 
Times until last Monday. He lived at the 
Central Hotel, and moved somewhat in so- 
ciety circles after his paper went to press in 
the afternoon. He always got up early in 
the morning and before breakfast read the 
burglar news in the papers. When he found 
a burglar story that was particularly ex- 
citing he often read {ft aloud to the other 
boarders. He was specially interested in 
whether or not the police thought they were 
going to catch the burglar. King always 
laughed out loud when he read 

“The police have no clew to the perpetra- 
tors of the outrage.” “ 

When the local reporters faked a few de- 
tails on the burglaries King used to ex- 
claim: ‘“* That is not so!“ to the other board- 
ers, who were reading aloud. The patrons of 
the Central House used to wish that King 
was Chief of Police. They knew he could 
catch the burglar. He was so wise. 


Calls It a Slow Town. 

King landed in Kankakee from Louie ville 
nine months ago, There hadn't been a 
burglary in the city for almost two years 
when he arrived. 

King often exclaimed in the Daily Demo- 
crat office, where he first worked, that it was 


The Daily Timea, where King was working 
then, had a full account of it next after- 
on the article. 

The next burglary was on Christmas eve. 
Smith's drug store was entered through the 
cellar door and $22.50 in cash, a pocketbook, 
some postage stamps, and a quantity of 
tollet soap were stolen. King went down to 
the Times office the day after and created a 
sensation among the printers by washing his 
face and hands with perfumed toilet soap. 
Such extravagance never had been heard of 
in a Kankakee printing office. 

Gives Purse to Waitress. 

King’s toflet soap did not make half as 
much sensation, however, as his Christmas 
present to Miss Kittie Jones, who is a 
waitress at the Central Hotel. King went 
down to breakfast Christmas morning and 
after reading the story of the Christmas eve 
burglary motioned to the waitress, She 
thought he intended to order oatmeal and 
pancakes. Instead, however, he handed her 
a brand new pocketbook with the cost mark 
of Smith's store still on it. 

That same Christmas night there was an- 
other burglary. Morris’ store was entered 
and $90 in cash stolen. When King got to 
the newspaper office he was given part of the 
story of the robbery to set in type. He 
coaxed C. A. Livingstone, the city editor, so 
the story goes in Kankakee, to change one 
or two statements in the article which he 
thought impossible. He also thought the 
paragraph which read: There is no clew to 
fhe robber,“ ought to be played up. 

Chief of Police 8. J. Jackson sent over to 
Braidwood and borrowed two bloodhounds. 

Just at that hour King, so the story is in 
Kankakee, was setting type on an obituary 
notice. He was bending over his type case 
when C. A. Livingstone, the city editor, 
rushed into the composing room. : 

Keeps Nerve in a Crisis. 

“Say, King,” Livingstone is said to have, 
shouted, drop that obit. Here's a first page 
story that the bloodhounds are on the trail 
of the Kankakee burglar. I've just got a 
‘phone that they’ve struck the right scent.” 

King’s type stick |Gropped and pied the 
obit. 

Hey. what did you say, Charlie?” he is 
reported to have answered. 

King took the copy of the bloodhound 
story, and, according to one report, got a can 
of water and sprinkled the floor around his 
type case. Then he resumed setting type. 
According. to one story, King had not set 
five lines when one of the bloodhounds bayed 
in front of the Times office. 


Bloodhounds in Disgrace. 

The bloodhounds didn’t enter the news- 
paper office, however. They wandered all 
around the business part of Kankakee, and, 
according to one report, brought up in the 
front yard of the Chief of Police. Next day 
they were sent honje in disgrace to Braid- 


wood. 
Last Saturday night there were three 


| burglaries in Kankakee. A young man named 


Vath, entering his father’s grocery store 
about 10:80 p. m., stumbled upon King, the 
Times compositor. King told Vath that he 
was looking for a drink, and, there being 
two saloons next door, Vath believed him 

and let him out. Later he found the cellar 
door broken open and thought differently. 

Vath and Chief Jackson took a stand on 
a street corner when King passed home to 
dinner on Saturday, and when Vath identi- 
fied King, Chief Jackson arrested him. 

At the City Hall Police Station in Kanka- 
kee, King at first deniedany connection with 
the robberies. Then Chief Jackson and 
Sheriff Sam Glass searched his room im the

A companion 
of the young man ran away when he saw 
that his friend had been killed, and the police 
have been unable to locate him. He is not 
blamed for the accident. 

The crews of two cable trains were de- 
tained by the police, pending an investiga- 
tion. Later they were released. 


Victim of Friend’s Advice. 

Several verions of the accident were given 
the police before the man’s body had been 
taken from beneath the car that killed him. 
The statement in which the police place most 
credence is that of Gripman Charles Hein- 
lein. According to Heinlein, Gardner and his 
companion boarded his train, which was 
west-bound, at Madison and Desplaines 
streets. He says that Gardner evidently had 
other plans for the evening and did not want 
to board the train, but that his friend urged 
him to do 80. 

Gardner was standing between the rear 
seat and the dashboard of the gripcar.

The body fell between the tracks and 
then under the second frailer of Heinlein’s 
train. Before the car could be stopped the 
young man was crushed to death.

HAVANA, Jan. 14.—In the hearing of the 
postoffice cases today ex-Director of Posts 
Rathbone, one of the accused, was on the 
stand for four hours being examined by the 
fiscal. The witness said there were two 
keys to the private vault. He kept one and 
the other was kept ina drawer. Regarding 
his campaign for the post of Civil Governor, 
Rathbone said that until sixty days ago he 
had not known that Neely, another of the 
accused, had done anything in the matter. 

Reeves Confronts Rathbone. 

Asked if he told Reeves in November, 1808, 
after Neely had returned from the United 
States that Neely had fixed the burning of 
the stamps in such a way that the fraud 
could not be discovered, Rathbone declared 
that such a statement was an absolute false- 
hood. | 

The Judge then called Reeves, who made a 
face at Rathbone, as both eyed each other. 

Reeves said: ‘“ You told me and repeated 
the statement.” 

Rathbone said: ‘‘ Do you swear to such a 
lie and take the consequences of perjury. 
God help you. It is false, and you know it.’”’ 

The witness testified that Neely's leave 
of absence dated from May 1, 1900. Neely 
came to his office on April 28 and said good- 
by. Witness did not notice at the time that 
Neely was going before his leave commenced. 

A letter from Neely to Rathbone was read 
in reply to a telegram from Rathbone asking 
him to return. This letter was dater April 
5. which was evidently a mistake for May 5. 
The writer said he had heard there was a fuse 
over the accounts caused by Mr. Barton and 
he had better not return then. Neely asked 
Rathbone to destroy this letter. 


Burned Stamps on Own Authority. 

Rathbone explained that he had not con- 
sulted with any superior offictal about burn- 
ing the stamps. Brooke was not his su- 
perior. Their departments were separate. 
He told Brooke he was going to burn the 
stamps. He ordered that they be burned in 
order to get rid of them. The stamps were 
worthless. They were not used up because 
he understood that when new ones were is- | 
ones everybody would take pride in selling 
them. 

Rathbone was asked why he appointed 
Reeves and Neely, two interested parties, to 
do the burning. He replied that he thought 
they were the best people to appoint. He 
thought they were honest, .

Asked if he re- 
membered a conversation.in May, 1900, with 
Messrs. Bristow, Welsh, Wilmot, and Will- 
jams, when the latter pointed out the differ- 
ence between his report and the report or 
the commission regarding the burning, and 
whether he had said, My God, we are 
ruined unless this can be explained,” Rath- 
bone said he did not remember this. |

President Directs Reception. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt today instructed the 
Secretary of State to arrange @ program for 
the official reception of Prince Henry of 
Prussia, who will represent the Kaiser at 
the launching of his imperial yacht on Staten 
Island next month. 

It is expected that the program will be an- 
nounced in a few days. The understanding 
in official circles is that the Prince will stop 
while in Washington at the German Em- 
bassy, but there is no absolute certainty on 
this point.

Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans probably 
will command the naval vessels which will 
meet Prince Henry on his arrival at New 
York, and the Administration has under con- 
sideration the selection of Rear Admiral 
Evans as personal escort and aid to the 
Prince while the royal visitor remains iu the 
United States. Rear Admiral Evansis under 
orders to go to the Philippines, but he will not 
start until April.

LAWTON LETTER DOUBTE 


SENATOR HOAR SAYS NO ONE CAN 
TELL BUT IT IS FORGERY. 


— 


Philippines Question Is Brought Up in 
the Higher Branch of Congress 
When Massachusetts Anti-Imperial- 
ist Urges the Passage of His Resolu- 
tion Providing fora Special Commit- 
tee te Investigate the Administra- 
tien of the Islands. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—{ Special. ]— 
The Philippines question made its firsi real 


when Senator Hoar of Massachusetts spoke 
on his resolution of yesterday, demanding a 
Senate committee to investigate the island 
administration. 

The famous Lawton letter, given publicity 
after the General’s death, was touched upon 
in the discussion thet followed. Senator 
Hoar declared no one knew whether or not 
that letter was a forgery. 

Despite Mr. Hoar's depial that there was 
any intent to reflect upon the Philippines 
committee, of which his colieague, Mr. 
Lodge, is chairman, the latter saw in the 
resolution an intent at slight, and insisted 
that the whole matter be turned over to his 
committee, which he deemed competent to 
conduct any investigation necessary. 


Resolution Goes Over One Day. 
Mr. Carmack [Democrat] agreed with Mr. 
Lodge. The discussion was leading rapidly 
to an opening up of the whole Philippine 
question, when it was agreed that the reso- 
lution should go over until tomorrow. 

Mr. Hoar, in advocating the passage of his 
solution, spoke at length regarding the 
unreliability of statements made from time 
to time regarding the situation in the Philip- 
pines and the causes which led to the orig!t- 
nal outbreak. He said: a 
We want to know who promised the Fill- 
pinos independence. Some charge that 
Dewey did, and Dewey says they lie, and 
the matter was allowed to stop there.“ 
Continuing, Senator Hoar said: ‘‘ I do not 
know of any one able to tell the truth of the 
differences between Governor Taft and Gen- 
eral Chaffee. I get some dreadful stories 
from brave soldiers and officers of high rank 
about the manner in which the war is con- 
ducted. I have heard of an investigation 
now going on in regard to one transaction, 
which, if true, has covered with a foul blot 
the flag which we ali love and honor.“ 
He said he had been taunted by newspa- 
for three or four years with a statement 
attributed to General Lawton to the effect 
that if certain people at home would hold 
their tongues there would not be any diffi- 
culty with the islands. But what the Gen- 
eral is understood to have said, according to 
Mr. Hoar, was that we should “ stop this 
accursed war. It is time for diplomacy, 
time for mutual understandings.” 


Questions the Lawton Letter. 
There is no one, Mr. Hoar declared, who 
can tell whether General Lawton said that 
or whether it is a forgery, or whether he said 
the other or it is a forgery. 


Lawton’s Letter to Barrett. 

Louisville, Ky., Jan. 14.—The letter from 
General H. W. Lawton to which Senator 
Hoar referred in his speech in the Senate 
today was written to John Barrett, ex-Min- 
ister to Siam. 

When General Lawton was killed Mr. Bar- 
rett thought Mrs. Lawton would value the 
letter and sent it to her. Mrs. Lawton, who 
lives in a suburb of Louisville, gave the let- 
ter to an evening paper. The part that 
caused so much discussion is as follows: 

“TI would to God that the whole truth of 
this whole Philippine situation could be 
known by everyone in America. If the real 
facts in connection with the history., in- 
spiration, and conditions of this insurrec- 
tion, and the hostile influences, local and 
e could be understood at home we 
would hear no more political talk of unjust 
‘shooting of government into the Filipinos 
or unwise threats of hauling down our flag 
in the Philippines.

twelve Lieutenants. They gave up 219 rifles 
and one cannon, in addition to numerous 
secret tax collectors, to Captains Morgan 
and Ryan of the cavalry. 

The renegade priest, Castillo, who was 
with Colonel Marisigan, and who stole an 
image of the Virgin, which he used in ex- 
torting money and valuables from the super- 
stitious, also came in and restored the 
image, an act which caused great rejoicing 
among the religious natives. General Bell 
has released all the prisoners except those 
who are accused of crimes. Armed strag- 
glers continue to surrender daily, and the 
western part of Batangas is completely 
cleared of insurgents. | | 

Colonel Marisigan, whose force was the 
principal support of General Maivar, consid- 
ers that the latter has been so weakened by 
these surrenders that he is now incapable 
of causing any serious disturbance.

One of the rules of the board prohibits 
trading in grain or other articles dealt in on 
the floor after the close of the regular ses- 
sion, at noon on Saturday and at 1:15 o’clock 
on other days. During the last year per- 
functory efforts have been made to enforce 
the rule and bulletins have been posted from 
time to time declaring that it would be en- 
forced. But in times of active markets trad- 
ing has been continued in the wheat pit in 
large volume for several minutes after the 
ringing of the closing bell. Often after being 
driven from the pit traders would stand at: 
one side of it and transact business for ten 
minutes longer. : 


Post a Warning.

PLAN A GENERAL STRIKE 


NEW MEASURES BY MACHINISTS 
AGAINST ALLIS-CHALMERS. 


Propose to Have National Board Call 
Out Men Everywhere Employed on 
Products of the Company—Chicageo 
Organizations Adopting a Uniform 
Resolution for Construction of War- 
ships by Union Labor—Forming New 
Central Organization. 


— 


Striking machinists declared last night 
that the fight against the Allis-Chalmers 
company would soon be effective all over 
the country. The shipyards, in particular, 


will be made targets and an effort made to 


induce all employés to refuse to handle Al- 
lis-Chalmers products. As a result some of 
the strikers said work on the new men-o’- 
war might be delayed. 

The new campaign is in the hands of the 
national officers, who have it In their power 
to call out men working at every shipyard 

‘of importance on either coast. 

The building of fine shafts, highly tem- 
pered steel beams, and even the engine ma- 
chinery has been done, according to the ma- 
chinists, by the Allis-Chalmers company, 
and it is claimed they now have over $100,000 
worth of contracts on such material. This 

work is being done in their shops at Scran- 
ton, Buffalo, and Milwaukee, and shipped 
even to the yards at San Francisco. 

The local machinists, composing District 
No. 8, laid their case before the Nationel 
Executive board, through Hugh Doran of 
Chicago, who is a member of that body. 
This board decided upon action. : 

“It means that we are going to fight 
Chalmers on every line,“ said D. Roderick, 
general organizer of the international body. 
We have decided that this strike must 

end. We are willing to have it done peace- 
ably, but win we must.“ ä 


Want Union Made Navy. 


Trades unionists of Chicago have decided 
to take uniform action against the building 
of warships and naval machinery in any but 
government shops. During the last three 
months resolutions, have been adopted by 
the leading unions of the oity requesting 
Congressman Foss, who is the head of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs, to use his in- 
fluence toward the adoption of a bill to that 
effect by Congress.

The stand taken by the 
men has been brought about by the employ- 
ment of non-union men in the shops now 
doing the government's work. 

Should the resolutions have no effect it is 
the intention of the unions most bitterly 
opposed to contract work to call a mass- 
meeting in some large hall, invite national 
labor leaders, and make a general demon- 
stration. As yet no concentrated action has 


been taken on this line. 


Forming New Central Union. 
The Chicago Board of Business Agents is 
attempting to organize another central la- 
bor body, modeled after the now dissolv- 
ing Building Trades council. A call has 
been issued by John M. Vail, former secre- 
tary of the council, for a general meeting 
on Feb. 11, when the matter will be dis- 
cussed. Vail's union, the paperhangers, 
left the council last Tuesday night. 
. The Building Trades council still holds 
meetings, but there are only five unions hold- 
ing membership. The unions locked out two 
years ago have ali signed agreements with 
the employers, which call for breaking all 
ties with their central body. Membership 
in the new organization will not demand the 
sympathetic strike.

TEN KILLED INEXPLOSION 
IN MINE AT DOW, IND, T. 


Disaster Proves More Serious than First 
Reported—None of Those at Work 
Left Alive to Explain the Accident. 


South McAlester, Ind., T., Jan. 14.—Ten 
miners’ lost their lives in the explosion last 
night in mine No. 9 of the Milby & Dow Min- 
ing company at Dow, Ind. T. The ten men 
who died were the only persons in the pit, 
and none was left to tell the story. All the 
bodies were recovered, and, as none was 
burned, the conclusion is that death was due 
to after damp. 

The explosion did not injure the shaft, 
which was a new one, and the fire that fol- 
lowed was put out before it did much dam- 
age. 

The sound of the explosion was heard 

above ground, and rescuers were at work 
promptiy. The explosion was at a depth of 
240 feet. The machinery was not injured, 
and miners working at the mouth of the pit 
descended as soon as it was safe. 
The condition of the mine indicated that, 
the men might, had presence of mind been 
exercised, made their escape. The bodies 
were-within a comparatively small radius. 

The victims had been in the employ of the 


company for some time and most of them 


were men with families. 

The mining company which owns the shaft 
is one of the heaviest operators in the Choc- 
taw Nation. The principal stockholders are 
Charles A. Dow of Houston, Tex., and John 
Milby of Dallas, Tex. 


Thaw Dynamite; Three Dead. 

Karthaus, Pa., Jan. 14.— Three negroes 
were blown to pieces and seven others were 
injured in a dynamite explosion this morn- 
ing in a shanty occupied by laborers on the 
new railroad. The negroes were thawing 
dynamite at a wood stove. About a dozen 
other negroes, still asleep in the shanty, 
were thrown from their beds, and several 
sustained injuries which probably will prove 
fatal. The shanty was blown to pieces.

Washington, ip. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.J— 
President Roosevelt announced to the Cab- 
inet today that he had selected Whitelaw 
Reid of New York, editor of the New York 
Tribune; Major General James H. Wilson, 
retired, of the regular army; and Captain 
Charles E. Clark, the famous commander of 
the battleship Oregon, now Governor of the 
Naval Home at Philadeiphia, as a special em- 
bassy to represent this country at the coro- 
nation of King Edward VII. next June. 

With this special embassy there will be 
three honorary secretaries, J. Pierpont 
Morgan Jr., son of the New York banker; 
Edmund Lincoln Baylies of New York, and 
William Wetmore, eon of the Senator from 
Rhode Island. 

In the selection of this special bassy 
President Roosevelt has followed the ex- 
ample set by President McKinley at the time 
of the Victorian jubilee. The special em- 
bassy to the coronation will be the official 
representative of this country, to the prac- 
tical exclusion of Ambassador Choate. Mr. 
Choate, however, will have his regular place 
in the different ceremonies as a member of 
the diplomatic corps. 


Reasons for the Selections. 

Whitelaw Reid was selected for this posi- 
tion by President McKinley. He held a sim- 
Uar place on the occasion of the Victorian 
jubilee, and President Roosevelt merely rat- 
ified the selection by his predecessor. 

In the choosing of General Wilson and Cap- 
tain Clark to represent the army and the 
navy the President has, it is said, gotten 
eround a serious difficultyin a manner which 
it is believed will be entirely satisfactory. 

In view of the recent public and 
reprimand administered to General Miles it 
would have been nearly impossible to select 
him for such a a honor aa, that of rep- 
resenting this try in London. On the 
other hand, to have selected any of his sub- 
ordinates might have seemed an intentional 
slight on the Lieutenant General. By going 
to the retired list, however, the President 
has avoided all jealousy in the army. 

A similarly wise selection has been madein 
the naval representative and for quite as 
obvious reasons, Admiral Dewey was prac- 
tically reprimanded by Secretary Long be- 
cause of the stand he took on the 
Schley case. To have selected the hero 
of Manila as the naval representative prob- 
ably would have been taken asa triumph for 
Schley, and in any event would have given 
umb to the anti-Schley men in the navy. 
For this reason, also, no man like Rear Ad- 
miral Crowninshield could have been se- 
lected without reviving the controversy 
which the President is endeavoring strenu- 
ously to put down, 


Reward for Clark’s Good Work. 


Captain Clark of the Oregon was selected’ 
because he had made a phenomena! record, 
had sailed a big batjleship on the longest 
voyage ever known to a ship in fighting trim, 
and finally had taken part ina brilliant naval 
battle. 

Captain Clark always has been friendly to 
Schley, but never has been a partisan, nor 
has he participatedin any of the acrimonious 
debates. It has long been desired to pro- 
mote him in some way. He was too far down 
the list to be given command of a fleet, and so 
the President selected him as a member of 
the coronation embassy, as the only ble 
recognition of the brilliant part he took in 
the recent Spanish war. 

Taken as a whole, therefore, the appoint- 
ments have given great satisfaction, and it 
is generally remarked that the President 
has shown rare tact and good judgment in 
of an difficult situa-

Reciprocity, he said, was not free trade in 
home@pathic doses, as had once been stated, 
but the legitimate child of the doctrine of 
protection. Under the McKinley bill con- 
taining the doctrine of réciprocity the na- 
tions of the world treated us with much 
consideration, but the Democrats hed ridi- 
culed this policy. The Dingley act, however, 
furnished the first opportunity to the Repub- 
lican party to redeem its promise. 

Reciprocity would not help large manufac- 
turers and injure small ones, he contended, 
if both are in the same business. 

He then showed the effect of the rectprodi- 
ty policy in the cases of Germany and Den- 
mark. He then reveiwed the Democratic 
repeal of that doctrine and the immediate 
prohibition enacted by European countries 
against American products. He told of the 
Dingley law and its provisions, showing that 
two distinct plans of reciprocity were set 
forth in that measure. 

Defends Protective Tariff. 

He stated that his excuse for taking the 
floor was to protest against the — of 
the Democratic party to make it appear that 
there is no longer need for protective tariff 
in this country and to deny that President 
McKinley, in his Buffalo speech, abandoned 
the doctrine of protection, 

Taking up the subject of the danger of a 
surplus in the Treasury, Senator Mason ap- 
pealed for the repeal of the war taxes. He 
wanted the taxes kept on bucket shops and 
mixed flours as working toward the protec- 
tion of the people and the establishing of a 
high standard for American flour abroad, a 
guarantee of purity by the government. 

He especially urged the repeal of the tax 
of brewery products and on Boards of Trade, 
holding both were paying double, in some 
cases, triple. 

Mr. Mason then nevieweldthe trade treaties,

Has Tender Spot for Cuba. 

In conclusion Mr. Mason said: “ There 
are men whose patriotism I do not question 
today who are willing to bind Cuba hand 
and foot, as to commerce, with other na- 
tions of the world and, by refusing reciprocal 
trade with our own country, to administer 
to the little republic commercial starvation 
until she knocks at our door for admission. 
I cannot and will not so vote. I cannot in 
view of our demands upon Cuba, with which 
she has readily complied; in view of the 
high purposes for which we went to war 
against Spain and drove her forever away; 
in view of the brave American lads who 
went out to fight for humanity’ 8 cause, and 
in view of the graves of our heroic dead, ap- 
proach the discussion of reciprocity with 
Cuba with that degree of cold commercial- 
ism with which I would treat the great na- 
tions of the world. 

It may be for the present that the farm- 
ers making beet sugar would be injured 
by such a reciprocity treaty as we may 
make with Cuba, but the same farmers 
will be benefited by breadstuffs, meat, 
and provisions for which we will find a mar- 
ket in Cuba. 

Time alone will and an- 
swer the question, but nothing can excuse 
us from honorable and fair trade with the 
people of Cuba.“

TOWNS GO “DRY” AGAIN 


EVANSTON AND WILMETTE ARE 
HARASSED BY ANCHOR ICE. 


North Shore Suburb Deprived of Its 
Favorite Beverage for Eight Hours, 
and a Diver Makes Four Trips Be- 
neath the Lake’s Surface Before the 
Intake Is Cleared—Unwasked Resai- 
dents Say Harsh Things Over the 
Telephone—May Be More Trouble. 


Pure water was a priceless commodity in 
Evanston and Wilmette again yesterday. 
For the second time this winter the north 
shore residents were compelled to sit down 
to coffeeless breakfasts with unwashed 
faces and hands. “or 

For eight hours—from 5 o’clock in the 
morning until 1 in the afternoon—there was 
not a drop of water to be had from the city 
mains. Anchor ice had formed about the 
crib and mouths of the intake pipes in the 
lake, at the foot of Lincoln street, and com- 
pletely choked off the supply. Four trips by 
a diver were necessary to clear away the 
obstruction, but there is danger of its re- 
turning again today. 

Commissioner of Public Works Moore was 
at his office in the City Hall a few minutes 
after 5 o’clock in the morning, and for the 
next four hours he remained at the telephone 
explaining to angry Evanstonians how it 
happened. q 

Harsh Language by ’Phone. 

Tou see, madam,“ Mr. Moore would ex- 
plain, ‘‘anchor ice has got into the crib 
again, and we cannot pump a drop of—what? 
No water for a bath? Can't help it. No wa- 
ter for coffee? Can't help that, either. You 
gee, the anchor ice has——” 

The conversation generally would termi- 
nate with a statement on the part of the real- 
dent that the public official was a villain 
and a chump. 

Mayor Patten was one of the first to suffer 
for the lack of water. He, too, called up the 
City Hall, but refrained from employing 
harsh language. Those who live on the lake 
front managed to get water with little trou- 
ble, but farther inland there was a scramble 
for drug stores and other places where there 
was a possibility of finding bottled water. 

Ten cents’ worth of water, please,“ a 
cook with a gallon bucket would say to the 
drug clerk. ‘“ Distilled or any other kind 
will do.“ 

Then the gallon of water would be divided 
so that all in the home could wash their 
faces. 

Many borrowed from their far-seeing 
neighbors who had laid in a supply of water. 
On the Ridge, where the supply was off 
longer than in the lower parts of the town, 
this neighborliness. was common, and in 
many cases a quart of water was “ borrowed 
for a few hours.“ 

Close Watch for Fires. 

On account of the danger from fire the 
number of policemen patrolling the city was 
doubled and horses were kept hitched to the 
chemical engines. There was enough 
„dead water in the mains to extinguish a 
small blaze, and little apprehension was felt. 

The Evanston Yaryen company, which 
supplies four-fifths of the residences of the 
town with hot water heat, was able to obtain 
a sufficient supply from wells.

SCHOOL BOARD ASKED TO DECIDE 
KNOTTY POINT. 


Verestchagin Wants School Children to 
Learn Anti-War Lessons from His 
Paintings—If a Commercial Enter- 
prise, Pupils Will Not Be Urged to 
Attend—William J. Bryan Compli- 
ments Teachers’ Federation on Its 
Fight Against Tax-Dodgers. 


— 


Verestchagin, the Russian painter, wants 
to teach his anti-war lessons to Chicago 
school children and to supplant the inherent 
fighting spirit with a horror for warfare. 
To do this he thinks the children of Chi- 
cago should see his pictures at the Art In- 
stitute. He has made his request to Presi- 
dent Harris of the Board of Education, and 
it has been supplemented by a letter from 
President William R. Harper of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

Before the request can be granted the 
board will have to decide a question of 
school ethics. Is the Verestchagin exhibi- 
tion a commercial or a purely artistic en- 
terprise? If it has a taint of commercialism 
the School board will have to remain neutral. 


Admission Fee a Bugbear. 


It is requested that school children be told 
of the exhibit of war paintings and be given 
an opportunity to see them. If an admis- 
sion fee is charged, the schools cannot be 
used for the purpose. The fact that an ad- 
mission fee is charged five days of the week 
and that the exhibition is open free on two 
complicates the situation. 

We can’t promote a financial undertak- 
ing.“ said Mr. Harris. If we attempted to 
do so there would be no reason for our not 
urging pupils to go to see Henry Irving,

FORT SHERIDAN PRISONER 
RISKS LIFE FOR FREEDOM. 


Carroll Warren, Slightly Wounded, 
Captured After Running Gantlet of 
Guards’ Shots. 


A military prisomer at Fort Sheridan made 
a daring attempt to escape from his guard 
yesterday. A dozen shots missed him, but 
go hot was the pursuit that he was captured 
within an hour. The prisoner was Carroll 
Warren, who was sentenced to a term in 
the guardhouse from a Montana post, and 
who, with other prisoners, all in charge 
of Private McRoy of Company G, were put 
to work repairing a road a short distance 
south of the guardhouse. The sentry was 
armed with a repeating shotgun and kept 
within a few feet of the men. 

While the squad was at work at 3 o'clock 
Warren dropped his tools and dashed for the 
thicket. The guard took quick aim and 
shot at him before he had gone ten yards, 
but missed. Five shots more followed, and 
at last Warren fell, but quickly got up and 
disappeared in the thicket. 

Private McRoy and some other members 
of the guard immediately started in pursuit 
and followed Warren for over a mile through 
the woods. He was found lying in some 
bushes, exhausted, and taken back to the 
guardhouse. None of the shots had taken 
serious effect. One struck his arm and made 
a slight wound. 

Warren evidently had planned his escape 
carefully. When he was recaptured and 
examined, it was found that he had filled 
his blouse with bread at the mess table, and 
was prepared for a long stay in the woods. 
Little is known of Warren’s military reo- 
ord at Fort. Sheridan. He is a man of 
medium stature and about 25 years old. 
His attempt to desert in the face of an 
armed guard is said by the officers to be 
the most daring that has occurred in months. 

Charles W. Curry, band, Twenty-ninth In- 
fantry, went on pass on Sunday. He is 
said to have borrowed a suit of citizen’s 
clothes from Charles P. Kerr, trousers from 
Major George E. Cole, shirt from Private 
Peter J. Schnessler, shoes from Private Er- 
win Davis, and other clothes from other 
privates in the party. Then Curry Is said to 
have borrowed a watch, which he exchanged 
with Corporal Jones for a new $50 timepiece. 
Yesterday morning at guard mount Curry 
was absent. 

Curry was formerly connected with Mc- 
Vicker’s Theater as a lithographer. He is 
about 6 feet 1 inch in height and weighs 165 
pounds.

The arrest of C. B. McDonald on Monday, 
for alleged violation of the United States 
postal laws in connection with the opera- 
tion of his Diamond Oontract company, 
precipitated further alarm yesterday among 
the 1,000 subscribers to his scheme. In 
JoHet tonight a mee of some of these 
angry creditors will be and will be ad- 


the remarkable workings of the McDonald 
company, which is now possessed of assets 
aggregating $293. McDonald is the man 
whose workings under the guise of the 
„Guarantee Investment company were 
exposed by THE TRIBUNE nine years ago. 
The subscribers to the Diamond Contract 
are said to have paid into McDonalds hands 
$100,000, for which they have not received 
promised returns. The present lia bilities 
are an unknown quantity. Experts, at 


work to figure them out, are almost ready 


to throw up their hands in despair. They 
are working dey and night and making slow 
progress. However, David Jetszinger, at- 
torney for the recefver, the Chicago Title 
and Trust company, estimates that if col- 
lected, the amount would be about $52,000, 
of which $47,500 is stockholders’ liability. 
Ball & Lunsford, attorneys for a number 
of creditors, plan to bring civil suits soon 
against the officers of the contract company 
to enforce stockholders’ liability and get 
what they can out of that for their clients. 


Showy Seal on Contracts. 


A number of young men in Muskegon, 
Mich., were first attracted by the glittering 
promises of the contract company and in 1900 
went into the scheme. A beautiful yellow 
coupon contract, with a gilt seal in one cor- 


other, was sent to each, and the payments 
began. First, each handed over $5. This was 
to apply on the diamonds, It was agreed also 
that each subscriber would pay $1.25 a week 
until the conditions of the contract were ful- 
filled. 

One ot the Muskegon young men felt that 
he had carried out one of the prescribed sys- 
tems. 
a preference for cash, he returned the stone 
and was sent $50. The subscriber completed 
two more payments, he declares, on Sept. 
15, 1900. He asked for two diamonds. The 
company replied that he would receive them 
within ninety days from the time the last 
payment was made. On Dec. 15, at the ex- 
piration 6f the ede not receiving the 
stones, he wrote age 

The Muskegon man then received a circular 
and a letter, The circulaf explained that 
since the cohtracts were drawn the price of 
diamonds had advanced more then double 
owing to the Boer war, and the request Was 
made that the subscriber be patient. He 
was not satisfied. Then the company offered 
to return the money he had invested. The 
Muskegon man then cut loose from the com- 
pany and put his claim in the hands einn;

Contracts Barred from Mail. 


The attorneys found progress slow with 
eee. After a considerable investi- 
gation it was learned that the Diamond Con- 
tract company, then with offices in the Man- 
hattan Building, and with J. M. Marks as 
President, had been notified that its coupon 
bond was held by the government to be @ 
lottery scheme. This feature was aban- 
doned, the coupons being eliminated. The 
order barring the coupon bonds from the 
mails was issued in March, 1901. 

The next step made by the company was 
to move into the Dexter Building, where 
McDonald, who had bought out Marks, as- 
sumed control. On Aug. 1, 1901, Me Donald 
filed a bill in the Circuit Court for a receiver. 
Charles T. A. Anderson wae appointed. 


Receiver Is Appointed. 

On Aug. 16, 1901, Ball & Luneford made an 
application before Judge Kohlsaat in the 
United States court for bankruptcy proceed- 
ings for the company. After an agreement 
on the part of Judge Burke to subordinate 
the Circuit Court to the federal court, Ref- 
eree Eastman appointed the Chicago Title 


rid Jetzinger was appointed attorney 
for the receiver. He made a careful investi- 
gation and embodied the results in a report 
to creditors, which in part is as follows: 


Cash Assets Found to Be $293. 


„The only asset which came to the hands 
of the Chicago Title and Trust company was 
$203 in cash. The books of the bankrupt 
company were at once turned over to an 
expert accountant by the trust company, 
And to further the search for aesets the re- 
ceiver obtained an order of the United States 
District Court for the immediate examina- 
tion of Cyrus B. McDonald, H. J. Goodrich, 
J. M. Marks, et al., all of whom had been at 
one time or another officers of the Diamond 
Contract company; and from the examina- 
tion of these witnesses and the showing of 
the books of the bankrupt # was discovered 
that the total assets of the Diamond Con- 
tract company, if collected, would amount 
in the aggregate to about $52,000.

Lake Street Surplus Is $6,204. 


The Lake Street Elevated road made a 
surplus of $6,204 above its expenses and fixed 
charges in the fiscal year ended on Dec. 31, 
or $1,452 more than in the year 1900. One of 
thejchanges noted in the report made at the 
annual meeting of stockholders yesterday 
was an increase of $18,492 in the charge for 
interest on the floating debt.

President Clarence A. Knight, in his ad-

The road carried 76,000 passengers to the 
Harlem racetrack in 1901, as compared with 
91,000 in 1900, the loss being due to the IIli- 
nois Central's competition for that business. 
The elevated structure was painted between 
Cana] street and Hamlin avenue. 

Mr. Knight said that when the present in- 
terests came in control of the road on Feb. 
27, 1901, the rolling stock consisted of ninety- 
six trailers, thirty en motors, and two 
flat cars. Fifteen cars had been purchased 
in 1900 and nine of these were delivered in 
that year and the balance in 1901. Eight ad- 
ditional motors and twenty trailers have been 
ordered and are expected soon. When the 
third track is installed, permitting the ex- 
press service, more equipment will be needed. 

New bylaws were adopted for the company 
and the old ones rescinded. The new one 
provides for the election of an Executive 
committee. The date of the annual meeting 
is changed and it will be held hereafter on 
the last Thursday in January.

Owing to 
heavier pay rolls and the inability of city 
employés to practice economies, it would 
be impossible te earn an income for 
the municipality out of the lines. If the 
sum paid by the city for the roads were 
what their owners considered a fair price 
the lines would not under municipal man- 
agement earn enough to pay operating ex- 
penses and fixed charges. 

It would be a grave mistake for the Al- 
dermen to sit with their hands folded for a 
year waiting for the Legislature to grant 
to the city authority to run street car lines, an 
authority the grant of which street railroad 
people will not be the only ones to oppose. 
The Council should not and certainly will 
not adopt a do-nothing policy for the year 
1902, even though that policy be urged on 
them by the Mayor. They should move 
on towards an arrangement with the 
traction companies giving the people su- 
perior service for the same rate of fare 
they pay now for poor service and giving 
the city much-needed revenue in the form 
of 1 cent out of every 5 cents paid to the 


companies. 


AN UNNECESSARY ASSOCIATION. 

The real objection to the Policemen’s Pro- 
tective association is not that it is an path- 
bound” organization—a feature ch 
seems to disturb the Chief of Police con- 
siderably—but that it can answer no good 
purpose, while it may be potent for evil. It 
as likely to be subversive of discipline. The 
policeman who belongs to such an associa- 
tion may come to think more of his duty to it 
than of his duty to his superiors, the de- 
partment, and the public. 
very policeman is his own best pro- 
tector. He needs no association to back 
him up, so long as he obeys orders and does 
his duty faithfully and understandingly. So 
long as he behaves himself he can keep 
his place. He has no reason now to dread 
changes in administration involving his dis- 
missal because of his politics or because his 
political sponsor is not in favor at court. 
Promotion is open to him if he is deserving 
of it. He has an incentive now to do the 
best work he can. 
A police organization for purely benev- 
olent purposes is proper enough. It may 
be able to do much good. There is no more 
room for any other kind of organization ina 
police force than there is in a regiment of 
soldiers. Neither the policeman nor the 
soldier canfwith safety owe a divided al- 
legiance. « 


If the object of the Policeman’s Protec- 
tive association is to cover up the offenses 
of policemen and so far as possible to shield 
them from punishment when deserving of 
it, then the association should be broken up. 
If its object is to bring pressure to bear on 
Aldermen to raise salaries by hinting that 
the association will fight them at the polls 
if they do not do as it wishes, then it should 
be broken up. All organized efforts of city 
employés to bulldoze the Council into rais- 
ing their pay are most improper and should 
not be tolerated. Be 


THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 
‘President Roosevelt in his message rec- 
ommended that “ there should be created a 
Cabinet officer, to be known as ary 
of Commerce and Industries,” whose prov- 
ince should be “ to deal with commerce in 
its broadest sense.” He would have this 
officer seek especially to promote higher 
business organization and security, with 
higher labor conditions at home and to ex- 

trade abroad. 
A bill for the creation of such a depart- 
ment was introduced at the last session of 
Congress, and a bill for the same purpose 
is now pending in the Senate. When it 
was under discussion on Monduy, Senator 
Nelson of Minnesota, who had it in charge, 
cited the valuable work of the Department 
of Agriculture in behalf of the agricultural 
interests of the country, and alleged that 
no other industry had the advantage of 
specific government direction or aid in like 
manner. He urged that a Department of 
Commerce would promote industrial de- 
velopment, advance international trade, 
and tend to prevent injudicious displace- 
ments of labor, at least those occurring 
through immigration. 
Further consideration of the measure wags 
for the time being, but there ie 
a prospect that it will be passed later. The 
Commercial Museum at Philadelphia, which 
is both a museum and en intelligence of- 
fice, has rendered an important service to 
the productive intereste of the country 
within its short existence, and its success

RECIPROCITY WITH CUBA. 

Tomas Estrada Palma, who is to be the 
first President of Cuba, says “ the United 
States might as well have an exclusive 
market in Cuba for ite four as not. We 
cannot make flour ourselves.” Undoubtedly 
the United States can have such a market 
in Cuba, but its value will depend largely 
upon the purchasing power ef the Cubans. 
All that is necessary in-order to make the 
Oubans extensive consumers of flour and 
hence extremely profitable customers of 
American wheat-raisers is to give the for- 
mer an opportunity to sell their products at 
a remunerative price. 

The selling price at Havana,of Cuban 
sugar is about 2.3 cents a pound. The cos? 
of producing that sugar ranges from 1 to 
1.25 cents a pound. That leaves from 1.05 
to 1.3 cents a pound to pay all the expenses 
of production, including interest, insur- 
ance, and freight to the seaboard. Only a 
few sugar producers can do this. The great 
majority of them actually work at a loss. 
If one-third or one-quarter of the duty of 
about 1.8 cents a pound were taken off a 
losing business would be converted into a 
paying one. If the Cubans had received 
three-fifths of a cent more on every pound 
of sugar sent by them to the United States 
during the first eleven months of last year 
it would have amounted to $7,600,000. | 
This sum was received by the United 
States Treasury, which did not need it. 
If the government bad given it up it would 
not have gone to the sugar trust, as some 
profess to believe. It would have gone to 
the Cubans and most of it would have been 
used by them in buying more flour, cattle, 
provisions, and agricultural machinery. 
Thus finally the bulk of this $7,600,000 
would have gone to American producers.
